Preparation Pays Off 

As you all probably know, the 
Malibu fire of a few months ago 
presented us with some unusual 
problems. 

There were some 20 children 
who were spending their entire 
Christmas vacation program. with 
us and a decision had to be made 
whether to keep them at the Ranch 
during the blaze which was in out 
area. Although local firemen felt it 
would be safe, we felt they would 
be better off at a resort just three 
miles below our Camp 

At the inception of the fire, we 
called our Los Angeles office. All 
parents were informed as to con- 
ditions. The fact that we felt no 
concern for the children at any time 
during the emergency was due In 
part to the master plan which was 
conceived and started at the time 
we purchased the area where we 
built 

The plan specified the number 
of exits from the Ranch, the way 
our camp was laid out, the clearing 
around each building, the way we 
set up our water supply and pipe 
lines, even the location of the swim 
ming pool which made it possible 
to hook up our back-wash lines to 
our water system should our other 
sources of water be incapacitated 
An auxiliary gasoline pump which 
could be used to take water from 
the pool and put it into our main 
water system was on hand

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Make Sure the First Overnight is Fun 


A camper’s first overnight trip can be mighty impor- 
tant. If he has fun and adventure, he will want more 
and is off to a good start in camping. A group’s first 
overnight should be carefully planned. 

The site should be one that appeals to children, Try 
to select one with a brook to explore, trees to climb, 
etc. If it is to be reached on foot, it should be fairly 


close to camp. The site should have approved drinking 





water and, if possible, sanitary facilities. If firewood 1s 
not plentiful at the site, bring some from camp. 

A check list should be made to be sure all needed 
food and equipment are packed. Tents should be 
checked. Unless campers have sleeping bags, bed rolls 
should be made up in advance. Kicking off the covers 
on a cold night can be pretty unpleasant 

Ihe group should leave in ample time to permit 
reaching the camp site, setting up tents, gathering 
wood, etc., without hurry and over-tiring campers, and 
before dark. Make sure that campers’ packs are not too 
heavy 


Games for Two or More Campers 


A variety of games that can be played by two or 
more campers will add fun to your program. The 
following games do not require elaborate equipment, 
strict supervision, or large playing areas 

Tether Ball 

Drive a seven-foot pole in the ground. Suspend a 
tennis ball on a cord from the top so that it hangs 2/2 
to 3 feet from the ground 

By batting the ball with the hands, paddle, or tennis 
racket, one player tries to wind the ball and string 
clockwise around the pole; the other bats it in the 
other direction. The one who winds the ball and string 
above a line marked on the pole five feet from the 
ground, wins 

It’s a foul if either player hits the pole with his pad- 
dle or racket, tangles the string, or steps into a circle 
drawn 2'2 to 3 feet from the pole base. Penalty for 
a foul is one free swat at the ball for his opponent 

Paddle Ball or Keep Away 

Each player stands in a marked-off court, 4 by 6 
feet, and tries to hit a ping pong ball into his oppon- 
ent’s court, in such a way that the opponent cannot

Tents should be carefully pitched. While a group ol 
inexperienced campers should not set out if the weather 
is threatening, nobody knows what might develop in 
the course of a night. A good tent, properly set up, 
will withstand anything short of a hurricane. 

Supper should be a meal that is tasty, easily and 
quickly prepared and requires little or no dishwashing. 
Try some foil cooking and other simple dishes but 
leave more elaborate dishes to experienced campers. 

Insects, particularly mosquitoes, can be very annoy- 
ing to inexperienced campers. Take along a hand 
sprayer and spray the camp site. Make sure campers 
are armed with insect repellents. 

The evening should be rounded out with a council 
fire small enough to permit campers and counselor to 
sit close to it in a compact group. Campers will enjoy 
popcorn both to eat and for the fun of popping it. 
Group singing and story telling are also good ideas 

Ordering campers to bed may cause resentment that 
leads to loud talking and disorder. If nothing is said on 
the subject, campers will almost invariably go to bed 
at the accustomed hour. They will be happy and go to 
sleep without protest. 

It's a good idea to keep a lantern burning all night 
in full view of all tents. If a child camping out for the 
first time wakes up in the night, he may be frightened. 
The lantern light is very comforting. 

Breakfast should also be tasty, easily and quickly 
prepared and require a minimum of dish washing. 
Packing up and returning to camp should be un-

Keeping Canoes in Good Repair 


I:xpense-wise and safety-wise, a repair kit should 


be a permanent accessory for everyone using canvas 


canoes. Having such a kit on hand at all times will 
enable you to vive immediate attention to minor or 
emergency repair: 


A canoe repair kit should consist of a supply of 


white lead, ambroid cement, marine glue, colored 


enamel for retouching, pieces of canvas for patches 
and brass tacks

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Care of Aluminum Diving Boards 


A diving board gets hard use in camps but, with 
proper care and maintenance, it can give good service 
lor many years. Suggestions for general care and main- 
tenance for all diving boards are given in the 1957 
CAMP REFERENCE AND BuyING Guipe. Listed below 
are special points you should check if you are using 
an aluminum diving board. 

|. Mount the board on a level, sturdy frame. 


2. Make sure the fulcrum is covered solidly with at 
least a half-inch of rubber, the full width of the board 
A board should never ride part on, part off the fulcrum 
At no time should it rub against steel, wood or othe 
hard materials. 
fulcrum distances for ordinary 
usage are as follows: 16 ft. board—place fulcrum 72 
to 84 inches from rear anchorage; 14 ft 
fulcrum from 60 to 76 inches from rear anchorage. It 
board is to be used for championship diving, fulcrum 
can be moved back to 60 inches on 16 ft. board and 
to 54 inches on 14 ft. board, for short periods of time

4. If your frame doesn't match holes drilled in your 
diving board, it is best to drill new holes in the frame 
because holes in the board are jig drilled and square. 
Should it be necessary to drill new holes in the board,

5. Electrolysis between steel and aluminum can set 
up considerable corrosion. On some diving boards the 


rear mounting has been designed to eliminate the reat 
strap. A thin strip of rubber between board and reat 
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anchorage will eliminate possibility of electrolysis and 
act aS a noise quieter.
